a computer with a processor having circuitry to execute instructions: a storage device 
available to said processor with seguences of instructions stored therein, which when 
executed cause the processor to: 

integrate raw and transformed data from a variety of systems into models that 
determine the value of the elements of value and real options to a value of an 
enterprise: and 
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report the value of the elements of value, real options and the enterprise
